Warm Debate 
in the House Over 
Rule Whereby All Amendments of 
the Senate Were Disagreed to and 
the Conference Requested by the 
Senate Granted—Eighteen Republi­ 
cans Vote Against It

Washington, 
July IO.—The tariff 
question has been shifted from both 
houses of congress to a conference 
committee. 
After one hour and a half of debate 
the house by a vote of 178 to 151 
made a rule whereby all of the 847 
amendments of the senate were dis­ 
agreed to and the conference request­ 
ed by the senate granted. 
Eighteen 
Republicans voted against the rule 
and one Democrat for it. 
When the house met interest was 
at fever heat. 
The leaders on both 
sides had notified their respective 
forces to be on hand in anticipation 
that the tariff bill would come over 
from the senate. 
The summonses 
were responded to almost without ex­ 
ception. 
Many 
of 
the 
members 
showed by their tanned faces that 
they had been sojourning during the 
hot spell at the seashore resorts when 
called upon to be present at the ses­ 
sion. 
The debate at times waxed warm, 
and disclosed the fact that there were 
some Republicans, in addition to the 
so-called “insurgents” who were yet to 
be pacified before they would give 
their votes on the final passage of the 
bill. The Democrats held up the ma 
Jority party to -corn for having, as 
they charged, violated its ante-election 
pledges. A feature of the discussion 
was an appeal by Chairman Payne 
to his colleagues to send the conferees 
to the senate unhampered by instruc­ 
tions. 
He promised to rigidly exact 
an explanation of every amendment 
made by the senate, in order th at the 
house conferees might report back a 
bill which woujd meet the approval of 
the majority and of the country at 
large. His appeal was granted. 
Adjournment was taken until Mon­ 
day noon, when the Joint resolution 
providing for the submission to the 
several states of the income tax 
amendment to the Constitution will be 
considered.

JEWEL ROBBERY IN LONDON 


Thieves Supposed to Have Started for 
America to Market the Gems. 
New York, July IO.—In a search for 
thieves who are reported to have suc­ 
cessfully engineered a $500,000 jewel 
robbery in London a week ago, New 
York detective! boarded the liner 
Mauretania before she docked and 
went 
over 
the 
vessel 
thoroughly. 
Both cabin and steerage passengers 
were scrutinized, but no arrests re­ 
sulted. Other incoming boats for the 
next fortnight will be subjected to a 
similar search. 
The robbery as re­ 
ported last week by cable was one 
bt the boldest which bas occurred in 
London in many years. A Paris jew­ 
eler named Goldschmidt was the vic­ 
tim and the loot, which was owned by 
a syndicate of French merchants, in­ 
cluded ten pearl necklaces and a large 
quantity of loose pearls and diamonds. 
Goldschmidt was held up and robbed 
In the lavatory of a Regent street res­ 
taurant. The thieves, it is believed by 
Scotland Yard, are well known con­ 
tinental experts. 
They are supposed 
to have started for America to market 
the gems.

General Education Board Bets 
Ten Million Dollars. 


TOTAL DONATIONS ENORMOUS 


Will Participate in Celebration 
in September. 


Senate Passes the Bill Automatically 
Continuing It. 
Washington, July IO.—During a ses 
Bion lasting nearly four hours, the 
Philippine tariff bill and the bill auto­ 
matically continuing the Porto Rican 
budget were passed by the senate. 
Only a nominal resistance was of­ 
fered by the minority to these meas­ 
ures. 
An 
amendment by 
Senator 
Johnston of Alabama declaring the in­ 
tention of the United States eventu­ 
ally to grant independence to the Phil­ 
ippines was opposed as being out of 
place on this bill; and was rejected. 
Senator Culberson sought to limit the 
operation of the Porto Rican act to 
July I, 1910, but his amendment for 
that purpose was defeated. 
The senate entered upon an agree­ 
ment to adjourn three days at a time 
until the conference report en the 
tariff bill is ready for consideration 
and not to enact any legislation, when 
it does convene. 
The senate received the official an 
nouncement of the death of Repre 
sentative Cushman and adjournment 
was taken out of respect to his mem­ 
ory. 
The next session will be held 
next Tuesday. 


New York, July IO.—W ith appropri­ 
ate ceremonies and speeches, the fir­ 
ing of guns and the blowing of whis­ 
tles and in the presence of a group 
of prominent citizens the replica of 
Robert Fulton’s steamboat, the Cler­ 
mont, was launched today at Mariners 
Island, Staten Island. 
The Clermont’s sponsor was Mrs. 
Sutcliffe, 
granddaughter of 
Robert 
Fulton. An address on the historical 
features of the occasion was delivered 
by Edward Hagaman Hall, the author 
and historian, who is assistant sec­ 
retary of the Hudson-Fulton commis­ 
sion. 
The duplicate of the first practicable 
steamship has been constructed for 
the purpose of playing a conspicuous 
part in the coming great celebration 
at the end of September and the be­ 
ginning of October of the tercenten­ 
ary of the discovery of the Hudson 
river by Henry Hudson and of the 
centennial of Fulton’s epoch making 
feat of steaming from New York to 
Albany and back. 
The Clermont and 
the replica of the Half Moon, Hud­ 
son’s vessel, which has been built in 
Holland, will be central features of 
the two weeks’ celebration. Together 
they will proceed up the Hudson to 
receive the acclamation of the throngs 
that will crowd the banks of the river. 
With the Clermont and the Half 
Moon will be reproductions of other 
historic vessels, such as the first sail­ 
ing ferryboat navigated by the early 
Vanderbilt between Manhattan and 
Staten Island. 
The historic vessels 
will form the nucleus of a splendid 
naval parade composed in part of war­ 
ships of this and other nations. The 
whole will be the most imposing and 
interesting naval spectacle ever seen 
in America. 


Oil Magnate Has Given the Board 
Fifty-two 
Million 
Dollars—Latest 
Contribution Made to Meet Educa­ 
tional Needs of Great Importance. 
Fund Need Not Be Held in Per­ 
petuity. 


New York, July IO.—John D. Rocke 
feller increased his donations to the 
general education board by a gift ol 
$10,000,000 and also released the board 
from the obligation to hold in perpetu­ 
ity the funds contributed by him. The 
gift, announced by Frederick T. Gates, 
the chairman of the board, brings Mr. 
Rockefeller’s donations to the general 
education board to $52,000,000. 
It was contributed, according to the 
statem ent made by Chairman Gates, 
because the income of the present 
fund available for appropriations had 
been exhausted and a larger Income 
to meet educational needs of great im­ 
portance had become necessary. 
Mr. Rockefeller’s action in empow­ 
ering the board and its successors to 
distribute the principal of funds con­ 
tributed by him upon the affirmative 
vote of two-thirds of its members was 
said to have been taken In considera­ 
tion of the possibility, now remote, 
that at some future time the object 
and purpose at the Rockefeller founda­ 
tion might become obsolete. 
Under 
the original conditions imposed, the 
fund would have had to continue in 
perpetuity, irrespective of whether a 
demand for its continuance existed or 
n o t

Ceremonies on Isle la Motte Conclude 
Champlain Tercentenary.

Hamburg, Germany, July IO.—After 
a triumphal tour of the cities of Ger­ 
many the American delegates to the 
great national schuetzenfest, or rifle 
shooting contest, arrived here. They 
will take part in the parade that will 
inaugurate the rifle matches and later

In addition to the 200 Americans of 
German descent there are thousands 
of marksmen here from all parts of 
the empire. The coming contest will 
be the sixteenth annual affair of the 
sort held in various German cities. 
Rifle shooting is a recognized sport in 
Germany, being encouraged by the 
imperial government and by the gov­ 
ernments of the various kingdoms, 
grand duchies, duchies, etc., which 
compose the empire.

American Y. M. C. A. Delegates Sail 
From New York. 
New York, July IO.—On the steam­ 
er Kroonland, sailing today for Dovei 
and Antwerp, is the main party ot 
American delegates

Barmen Elberfeld, Germany, from July 
28 to Aug. 2. 
There will be many American dele­ 
gates to the conference, at which the 
work of the associations in many 
lands will be discussed. 
The work 
has made rapid advances in Germany, 
which now has the largest number of 
separate associations, although it is 
still far behind the United States in 
total membership and value of prop­ 
erty possessed by the associations.

Glace Bay, N. S., July IO.—The 
presence of troops at the collieries of 
the Dominion company had a quieting 
effect on the strike situation and there 
was no interference on the part of the

United Mine W orkers with any of the 
men of the Provincial Workmen’s as­ 
sociation who desired to go into the 
m ines.. Nearly 2,000 men are at work 
in the company’s mines and six of the 
eight mines are in operation. 
A feature of the situation was tho 
strike of 250 men at Inverness col­ 
lieries, operated by the Inverness and 
Richmond Coal and Railway company. 
The cause of the strike at Inverness 
is the refusal of the company to offi­ 
cially 
recognize 
the 
United 
Mine 
Workers’ association. 
Indications point to a possible gen­ 
eral strike of the United Mine Work­ 
ers all over the province.

Among the exhibits in the great in­ 
ternational balloon and aeroplane ex­ 
position which opened in this elty to­ 
day and will remain open until Octo­ 
ber are flying machines as well known 
as those of the Wright brothers, 
Count von Zeppelin, Major von Par 
aeval, Count de la Vaulx and others 
whose recent exploits in navigating 
the air have held the attention of the 
entire civilized world. 
During the exposition dirigible air­ 
ships of rigid and nonrigid patterns, 
aeroplanes and spherical balloons will 
be seen in flight and facilities will be 
offered visitors to make trips in air­ 
ships, starting from the exhibition 
grounds. 
For sixty days during the 
exhibition there will be races and 
other competitions of a sporting and 
military character. 
Experiments with aeroplanes will be 
carried out on a specially prepared 
velodrome in the grounds. 
The Zep­ 
pelin and Parseval airships will take 
passengers on excursions along the 
Rhine. 
During the races communica­ 
tion will be kept up by means of the 
exhibition’s own wireless telegraph 
system and carrier pigeons.

A FASHION OF OTHER DAYS. 


Their Use Was Quite Common, Too, 
and Not Confined to Fops and Dan­ 
dies—Double 
Muffs Were Once In 
Vogue— Extremes of Style In Sizes. 


Muffs were invented for the use of a 
man. At least so the legend goes. 
It 
rooms a classic shade found the air of 
Ihe world so beastly cold when he re­ 
ascended to earth after his death that 
ills hands were almost frozen. 
Consequently it was decreed that tho 
slayer of the poor young gentleman 
should kill enough sables—evidently 
sables were appreciated even in those 
early days—to make a covering for tile 
frosted fingers. Ile did it, and tim* 
was the origin of the muff. 
Even If one is not prepared to ac­ 
cept this account of the first muff as 
authoritative there is one thing that is 
certain. 
It is only in very modern 
times that muffs have been the exclu­ 
sive property of women. Up to the 
third quarter of the eighteenth cen­ 
tury men were quite as addicted to 
(hem as women were. 
In the wardrobe accounts of Henry, 
prince of Wales, for 1008 the prices of 
two muffs are sot down. The most ex­ 
pensive cost £7, a very big sum in 
those days, and is d escried as being 
made of cloth of silver wrought with 
purls, plates and Venice twists of sil­ 
ver and gold. The other was a com­ 
paratively plain one of black satin em­ 
broidered with black silk, and its price 
was proportionately less, only GO shil­ 
lings. 
At the time of Charles I and Charles 
II. there was a curious fashion of dou­ 
ble muffs, a small one for each hand, 
something like a big loose cuff. The 
single or ordinary muffs carried by the 
English ladies of Hollar's etchings are 
of medium size and made entirely of 
smooth fur, arranged, as a rule, with 
the hair running round the muff. 
At the extreme end of the century, 
after the advent of William of Orange, 
men’s muffs, were still small and were 
generally suspended from a ribbon 
round the neck, but in 1703 It seems to 
have been more usual to loop the muff 
to a coat button. There is a widely 
prevalent Idea, I think, that masculine 
muff wearers Invariably belonged to 
the dandy class—the fops, beaus and 
macaronies—but this was not actually 
the case, although the fashion was 
certainly scoffed at by some contempo­ 
rary writers. 
Staid and elderly gentlemen carried 
muffs habitually. For Instance, Dr. 
Josiah Tucker, dean of Gloucester and 
a famous political economist, was so 
attached to his huge fur muff that he 
carried It even when officiating at the 
cathedral services. Englishmen, how­ 
ever, do not seem ever to have favored 
lace frilled muffs such as were affected 
by Frenchmen during the early part of 
the eighteenth century, hut contented 
themselves with trimmings of ribbon 
bows, adornments quite sufficiently ef­ 
feminate, one would think. 
Muffs, both ladies’ aud gentlemen’s, 
varied much in size at different times 
from the reign of Queen Anne onward. 
In 1710 they were very tiny, but grew 
somewhat larger during the following 
couple of decades. In 1740, however, 
they had decreased again, and a little 
later Horace Walpole writes of send­ 
ing George Montagu “a decent small­ 
ish muff that you may put in your 
pocket, and it cost but 14 shillings.” 
But by 1760 both sexes were carrying 
such capacious muffs that pet dogs 
were often concealed in their warm re­ 
cesses. About this time, by the way, 
muffs made of feathers were Intro­ 
duced by reason, it Is said, of an un­ 
usual scarcity of furs in the market. 
In 1786 ladles’ muffs—men, except 
such eccentric fogies as Dean Tucker, 
had by this time given up wearing 
such things—were decidedly diminu­ 
tive. However, at the beginning of the 
nineteenth century they were again of 
monster proportions and so continued 
for about thirty years. 
Two muffs of the year 1800 shown lo 
a fashion plate of that year are of 
long, shaggy fur, and in the print one 
is colored yellow and has a bow of 
purple ribbon in the center, While the 
other is deep brown and haw no trim­ 
ming. Another bug© muff bf *roukh, 
dark fur is shown in a set of fashion 
plates for 1803. 
A few years nearer our own time the 
modish muff was large, flat and so 
widely open at the ends that it could 
have afforded but Scanty protection to 
the wrists: Okie example Was made of 
ermine, a

Plans are now under consideration 
for an underground electric railway 
in Vienna, Austria, for the transm is­ 
sion of postal m atter.

to link together the chief postoffice 
and sixty-fpur substations and: the 
nine railw ay-stations in tbe city.

Cannon Henson Tolls Canadians Thai 
Empire la In Ptril. 
Addressing the Canadian club of Vic­ 
toria at a luncheon there, the Rev, 
Canon Henson of W estminster abbey, 
Loudon, strongly urged the clergy of 
all denominations to preach the gospel 
of practical patriotism throughout the

land has watched with growing anxie­ 
ty the sharp and brutal methods of 
diplomacy

France by a powerful state in Europe. 
It is upon these grounds that the peo­ 
ple of Britain are thinking of the 
pressing urgency of this great question 
vt imperial defense.”

Rendered by President Alcorta of 
Argentina 
in 
the 
Boundary Dis­ 


pute Between Peru and Bolivia. 


La Paz, Bolivia, July IO.—A furious 
mob attacked the Argentine legation. 
Troops have been called out and fears 
are entertained for the safety of the 
Argentine minister. 
The trouble is 
the outcome of the decision rendered 
by President Alcorta of Argentina in 
the boundary dispute between Peru 
and Bolivia. 
Senor Fonseca is the Argentine min­ 
ister to Bolivia. Great crowds which 
bad been parading the streets finally 
turned in the direction of the Argen­ 
tine legation, which they surrounded. 
There were shouts of rage, and stones 
and other missiles were hurled at the 
building. 
The local authorities en­ 
deavored to check the manifestations 
and at length the government found it 
necessary to order out troops. 
Both 
this legation and the Peruvian lega­ 
tion are now under a strong guard. 
The Bolivian people unanimously 
protest against the decision rendered 
by President Alcorta, which they con­ 
sider most unjust. 
The territory in­ 
volved is the famous Acre district, re­ 
cently purchased by Brazil from Bo­ 
livia for $10,000,000, notwithstanding 
the fact th a t Peru issued a warning 
that the territory was at that, time 
the subject of arbitration.

are certain to involve Brazil.
